There have been changes, unexpected events, a polit-

ical shift on Council and through it all, this group of 

more than 40 employees are rising to every challenge 

and remaining dedicated to their roles and our resi-

dents.  
By the time of delivery, our first ever-biennial budget 

should be approved by the City Council. Barring any 

major changes prior to approval, this is a budget that 

the community should be proud of. We are committed 

to right-sizing our government, taking care of de-

ferred maintenance and working towards a sustaina-

ble budget for the long-term. Over the next few years 

this will take a significant amount of work and chal-

lenging decisions for both Administration and City 

Council.   
At the end of the day, my goal is to see policies in 

place that help ensure that we have the right staffing 

and skill sets for today, are planning for the future, 

planning for and maintaining our infrastructure with 

healthy appropriations to savings each year and 

providing the level of service that our residents ex-

pect. This budget is austere yet moves us closer to-

wards those goals.   
The first biennial budget was certainly a challenge 

and I am pleased that we are now on track to begin 

catching up on internal priorities that have not pre-

viously been funded. Thank you to all the staff that 

helped develop this budget and to the City Council 

for the constructive dialogue during deliberations.  
On a note of fun, my family and I hope you will join 

us at the Annual Tree Lighting event on the evening 

of December 7th.

UTILITY BILL RATE INCREASE  

FOR 2019 

The City’s water, sewer & storm utility rates will 

increase 2%. These rates will be effective as of Jan-

uary 1, 2019 and the new rates will appear on the 

utility bills that are sent out at the end of January.  
  
Each year the utility rates are reviewed and adjust-

ed as needed to cover the increased cost of opera-

tions. The minimum increase for a customer with 

all services will be $2.43 per month.
